Department of Commerce 
Shows Gain for October 
Despite Attempts to Dis- 
courage Shipments. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Despite 
administration efforts to discour- 
age the sale of war materials to 
Italy and Ethiopia, the Department 
of Commerce reported yesterday 
that October exports to Italy were 
35 per cent greater than they were 
in September. 

The official order against ship- 
ments. smnnisionn f°. Italy and 
Ethiopia ame effective on Oct. 
5 and was quickly followed by ef- 
forts to restrict cargoes of possible 
military materials by moral suasion. 

The October figure ‘vas $6,529,- 
365. For September the total was 
$4,795,887. Seasonal influences may 
have been at work, for the figure 
for October, 1934, was $6,225,917. 

The Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce reported an in- 
crease of Italian business failures 
in September, both in tne total num- 
ber and in the volume of liabilities, 
although the figures were below 
those of September, 1934. 

“In October a tightening of in- 
ternal credits is reported from most 
sections of Italy, although in the 
important Milan district the col- 
lection continues to be reported 
good, reflecting a good rate of cir- 
culation of money and of merchan- 
dise turnoVer as prices advance.” 
the department announcement said. 

“International payments seem to 
be growing more difficult, and there 
is moreover a slight tendency, not 
previously observed, for a few im- 
porters to use the exchange re- 
strictions as an excuse for delays 
in settlement. An embargo on 
credits to Italy is of limited prac- 
tical effect since credit purchases 
from most foreign countries al- 
ready had been largely eliminated. 

“Supply of exchange for payment 
of foreign goods is on a preferen- 
tial basis, precedence being given 
to importations of materials neces- 
sary for the conduct of the- war.” 

The Interior Department report- 
ed that despite a drop in United 
States exports of gasoline to Italy, 
exports of crude oil to Italy in- 
creased six fold in October over 
those of September. Exports of 
crude oil to Italy increased from 
62,000 barrels in September to 417,- 
000 barrels in October.

ROME, Dec. 7.—Premier Musso- 
lini, in a fiery speech to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies today, defied the 
52 nations which have imposed

“When we have reached the 365th 


day of the siege,” he proclaimed, 
“we will have the same will, the 
same courage, the same determina- 
tion as on the first day.” 

He referred to a new peace ap- 
peal made to him this morning by 
Sir Eric Drummond, British Am- 
bassador. “In these last few hours 
there has appeared a slight im- 
provement in the atmosphere,” he 
said, “but I must put you on your 
guard against premature or exces- 
sive optimism.” 

Mussolini entered the chamber as 
a gong sounded 3 p.m. The Depu- 
ties rose to their feet, cheering, 
Like the legislators, Mussolini was 
in Fascist uniform. 

His eyes swept the room, He saw 
a gallery lined with placards bear- 
ing the names of thé sanctionist 
countries. The diplomatic galleries 
were filled. Ambassador Brecken- 
ridge Long of the United States and 
the diplomats of nearly every other 
country in the world were present 
except the British and French Am- 
bassadors. 


Mentions Talk in Paris. 

Mussolini told his followers that 
the conferences being undertaken 
in Paris betweer. Premier Laval 
and Sir Samuel Hoare, British For- 
eign Secretary, “do not signify ne- 
gotiations.” He added significant- 
ly, “and, whenever negotiations may 
be started, it is not certain that 
they will reach a happy and rapid 
conclusion.” 

“We have been asked to make 
known our unshakeable demands,” 
he went on. “This request is out 
of order because on Oct. 16 we 
made them known to the French 
Government. 

“But instead of concrete conversa- 
tions, sanctions have come against 
the ‘aggressor.’ ” 

He spoke of the gravity of the 
proposed oil embargo, suggesting 
it would complicate the EHuropean 
situation. Then he took a shot at 
Premier Laval of France, stating: 
“One person believed he brought 
peace to his conscience by affirm- 
ing that we accepted economie 
sanctions. That is not a fact. I 
protested strongly against even the 
mention of sanctions.” 

Italy’s Counter Sanctions. 


“Our counter sanctions,” said 
Mussolini, “were not only inevitable 
because we cannot import when we 
are forbidden to export, but they 
also are logical and absolutely, 
moral .s a legitimate defense.

tional. 
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secure an early determination of 
the constitutionality of said act. To 
that end, the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission pursuant to its 
duty under the act, already has in- 
stituted a civil suit in the Southern 

District of New York against Elec-

its principal subsidiary holding 
companies. 

“This suit will be prosecuted with 
all due diligence to secure from 
the Supreme Court promptly an au- 
thoritative determination of the 
validity of the essential features of 
the act. 

“Orderly Disposition Aim.” 

“No public interest will be served 
by pressing for a decision of this 

issue in a multitude of suits. On

“For 14 years we have worked for 
that. 


“Given Hoare’s promises, we have 
every right to expect their conse- 
quences. Italy cannot be strong in 
Europe as Hoare wishes, and as we 
wish, if the problem of security of 
its East African colonies is not 
solved. 


“She cannot be strong if she can- 
not show in her own territory her 
superiority over the lack of civil- 
ization which Hoare in his address 
recognized exists in Ethiopia.” 

Mussolini said Sir Samuel, “who 
has seen Italy in the great war can 
appreciate the vital needs of the 
Italian people.” Since then, he add- 
ed, there have been revolutions and 
the “political consciousness” of the 
people has “been extraordinarily ac- 
celerated.” 


Moral Aspects of Sanctions. 
Mussolini again attacked the 
moral aspects of the League’s sanc- 
tions. 


“The League’s penal code has no 
past,” he said, “because for 16 
years it never was applied in cases 
infinitely more grave and more 
suitable than ours. 

“Neither has it any future. 
“This penal code of the League, 


ent. 

“It is applied only today; only 
against Italy; exclusively against 
Italy, a nation guilty of striking 
the chains from slaves in barbar- 
ous lands where treaties and the 
moral rights of blood and sacrifice 
have conferred on Italy for a half 
century undisputed and recognized 
priority. 

“Capital punishment by economic 
asphyxiation, as decreed by the 
Geneva humanitarians, never was 
invoked before 1935 and probably 
never will be tried again. 

“It is inflicted today upon Italy 
because she is poor in raw ma- 
terials and it exempts from Gen- 
eva’s law rich people, armed by 
their riches and by the greater 
armaments which their riches make 
possible. 

“But those who have put in mo- 
‘tion the most unsual war device 
that history knows have been mis- 
taken in their caluculations.” 


What League Forgot. 


He then reminded the outside 
world what, he declared, the 
League powers had forgotten. 

“Besides figures and graphs,” he 
contended, “they should have con- 
sidered the reserves of all kinds 
which a great nation slowly accu- 
mulates. 

“Above all they have not taken 
into account the spirit of Fascist 
Italy; the spirit that no matter 
what the cost, will find whatever 
it needs for resistance and salva- 
tion,” Mussolini asserted.

Domestic vs. Foreign Affairs. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


KEEP POLITICS OUT! 

Now while the affairs of the State Highway Com- 
mission are in the public eye, through the retirement 
of the chairman and the appointment by the Gover- 
nor of a new member, is a good time for the people 
of Missouri firmly to resolve to abate no jot of their 
vigilance on behalf of efficient and non-political use 
of the State highway funds. 

That vigilance has been effective under both Dem- 
ocratic and Republican State administrations. To a 
remarkable extent it has kept politics out of highway 
construction. Because it has done this, it has given 
Missouri a fine system of roads at a cost that com- 
pares favorably with the cost of road-building any- 
where. The record is one on which the people of 
Missouri can look with justified pride. 

During the last three years, this record has been 
written under the chairmanship of Scott Wilson. He 
quits the board, at the end of the term for which 
he was appointed, with the people as his debtors, It 
is no reflection upon the other members of the com- 
mission—consisting, under the law, of two Democrats 
and two Republicans—to say that much of the credit 
for the board’s high standing in public opinion must 
go to him. He has set a mark for the reorganized 
board to emulate. 

_ The people’s guard against political encroachments 
on the board must not be lowered for a minute, The 
victory over rapacious partisan politics has not been 
easily won, and it can be held only at the price of 
eternal vigilance. An attempt was made by the late 
Charles U. Becker, when Secretary of State, to polit- 


ITING the Italian-Ethiopian war and

Relaxation of Federal intercession for 
the nation’s unemployed would create 
suffering for millions now working on 

- Government projects or receiving Govern- 
ment relief. 

A delay of two days in getting out the 
payroll for the men working on Illinois 
WPA projects cost enough hardship to 
make even the most hardened “rugged 
individualist” see what folly it would be 
for the President to shut off his Federal 
aid ‘policy altogether. 

The allocation of necessary relief ex- 
penditures turned a normally independ- 
ent type of people toward a condition of 
dependence, With’ well-laid plans, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is shifting the victims of 
the depression from relief rolls to pay- 
roll sheets of work projects. This means 
real jobs with: real pay attached to them. 
His work for these persons must not 
cease until the cycle of men on relief, 
men with Government project jobs, men 
back in private employ, has been com- 
pleted.

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MORE ABOUT THE FARMER. 

Our knowledge of and admiration for the Ameri- 
can yeomanry are growing apace. Some time ago, we 
made the grievous error of supposing that, under 
the new dispensation of the AAA, farmers, when 
not growing corn, hogs, cotton or peanuts, have a lot 
of leisure time on their hands. Our ears are still 
burning from the. rebuke we received from Editor 
Sowers of the Boonville (Mo.) Advertiser, who point- 
ed out that, in the whole dreary year, the only respite 
the farmer takes is for the Fourth of July picnic. 

Now, having learned that the farmer is a model 
of industrious activity, we discover he is also full 
of virtue and self-restraint. A letter-writer, speak- 
ing about the language used by the share-croppers in 
“Tobacco Road,” says: 

It is known that country people avoid out- 
right profanity and vulgarity. The nearest to 
swearing they ever reach is to use such terms 
as “by gum,” “by golly,” “by heck,” etc. 

Well, our reaction to this can only be expressed by 
a mute row of exclamation points, thus: !!!!! ! 
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FIGHTING POTATO CONTROL. 

The Potato Control Act passed by the last Con- 
gress is an unwise measure and something should 
be done about it, it is agreed by virtually everyone 
except the large growers and their political allies. 
Of all the proposed cures, the most absurd is the 
movement. originating in Philadelphia, with the al- 
phabet-soup title, PPP (Potato Protest Planters). 
Under this scheme, every householder would raise 
his own potatoes in his back yard, thereby escaping 
the necessity of buying taxed tubers. 

This cure would be considerably worse than the 
disease. Its sponsors have no plan for increasing 
mass buying power, so more potatoes may be con- 
sumed by the public (which, of course, is the only 
real solution). Instead, they would add to potato pro- 
duction, thus increasing the unsalable surplus, which 
the act undertakes to reduce. Their concern is sole- 
ly for the potato consumer, but is not the potato 
grower also a consumer of goods, which he can buy 
only from the proceeds of his crop? 

Secretary Wallace, who has the unpleasant duty of 
enforcing an act of which he does not approve, is 
taking rational measures to modify its harsh pro- 


visions, hopeful that Congress will repeal the meas- 


ure at its next session. He has set a high tax-free 
quota for the nation. In addition, the AAA has an- 
nounced an increase in the individual grower’s tax- 
free allotment from five bushels to hfs average an- 
nual sales for the last four years, up to 50 bushels. 
Many unwise provisions remain in the law, but the 
logical course for its opponents is to work: for its 
repeal rather than to advocate steps that will bank- 
rupt the potato producers. 
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LICENSE PLATES AND CITIZENSHIP. 
Illinois’ 1936 automobile license plates already have 


made their appearance on the highways of that State. 
The first of the new black and white licenses were 
mailed to early applicants, but over-the-counter sales 
began this week at the State Capitol in Springfield 
and at the Chicago office of the Secretary of State. 


If this means that Illinois is going to require au- 


tomobiles to display new plates Jan. 1, the authori- 
ties at Springfield are to be commended. 
so reads and it should be enforced. The automobile 
owner who waits until March or April to buy his li- 
cense gains nothing for himself.

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Revision of judicial system is blocked in many states by archaic or involved provisions

N the Annals of the American Academy 
| of Political and Social Science, Septem- 

ber, 1935, Prof. Clarence N, Callender 
considers the evils arising from. atate 
constitutions which contain numerous pro- 
visions concerning the organization of sepa- 
rate tribunals and their operation, Many 
constitutions contain matter which is statu- 
tory In character but beyond amendment by 
the Legislature, Instances of amending ju- 
diciary articles, however much they appear 
archaic and oppressive, are virtually un- 
known. Improvement can be had only when 
the public is aroused to the need for general 
revision. Many opportunities for improv- 
ing the system of courts are thwarted by 
the feeling that effort is hopeless. 

“It is easy to understand the apathy of 
public-spirited citizens on subjects of this 
kind when it is realized to what extent they 
are hampered by constitutional limitation,” 
the author says. “Of what use is it to pro- 
pose a real judicial department for the 
state, or even an effective judicial council, 
or to remodel the magistrate system on a 
sane basis? These things cannot be done. 
They are uaconstitutional. So often does 
one hear this comment made on projects of 
reform that he is led to wonder at times 
whether the document which was meant to 
promote the general welfare is not, instead, 
a barrier to social progress. 

“When one reads the state constitutions 
and observes the number of institutions — 
judicial, administrative and political—with 
the large number of officials attached to 
them, that are given constitutional status, 
the conclusion is inescapable that in many 
respects these documents which we have 
been taught to venerate have been the 
means by which there has been set up a 
galaxy of vested interests, It is a disturb- 
ing thought, but worthy of. reflection.” 


No considerable part of the legal profes- 
sion appreciates the true function of a con- 
stitution or the virtues of general and con- 
cise articles; nor has the profession, except 
in a few instances, indicated any under- 
standing of the need for unifying the judi- 
cial department, which unification in a 
crisis would be worth vastly more than 
technical phrasing; nor have the conven- 
tions been free from log-rolling for special 
interests. Not all Judges, by any means, 
but some, have exerted their influence to pre- 
serve a favored status, and have mustered 
the payrollers to exert influence. 

The one outstanding exception was the 
Missouri convention of 1923, when a judi- 
ciary article was adopted which thoroughly 
unified the system of courts and provided 
administrative machinery, including rule- 
making power, It was a disaster when this 
article was defeated by a few votes in back- 
ward counties, 

The fundamental causes for dissatisfac- 
tion and criticism gerive from inability of 
the judicial machire in many states to at- 
tack its problems in a concerted manner. 
These problems become more critical every 
year. Excellent Judges, properly perform- 
ing their individual functions from day to 
day, fail in a large measure aS a system 
for administering judgment.

For what we deem to be really serious mat- 
ters we have a congeries of local courta not 
considered parts of a state system, but only 
courts for counties or districts. 
all we have one or more appellate courts, 
remote in point of time and distance from 
the trial courts, endeavoring in a world of 
formality to correct mistakes made by the 
courts of firat inatance. Nowhere is there 
the sense of a unified judicial power and 
unified administration, 

Such a typical system has not the charac- 
ter of a strong institution, It cannot study 
its own problems, Its separate units cannot 
rally for better performance as the beat an- 
swer to popular discontent, whether justi- 
fied or not. The bar stands ready to de- 
fend the system, and bases its defense on 
texts written into constitutions one or two 
or three generations ago. 

*. * « 

The most promising outlook is for an evo- 
lution begun by an informed bench and bar 
which promote de facto unification under 
the existing system. We have the begin- 
nings of this in trial Judges’ associations in 
a few states, In Wisconsin, where this orig- 
inated, and in Michigan, these associations 
are recognized by statute and have limited 
administrative powers. 

On the whole, we are disposed to look 
upon the Judges as more amenable to sound 
ideas than the bar. Lawyers have their 
vested privileges in a confused and dilatory 
system. But the bar is waking up. The 
signs of a better understanding and of a 
willingness to accomplish serious reforms are 
multiplying. If the Judges knew that bar 
efforts for judicial unification would protect 
them from reactionary feeling, dangerous in 
a political way, they would readily go along 
on any progressive program. 

Of course, rule-making power is impor- 
tant. There are few states wherein it can- 
not be obtained by legislation whenever the 
bar seriously contends for it. But with or 
without power to make rules of procedure, 
the judiciary could readily organize itself 
for the express purpose of studying better 
methods of administration and putting them 
into action by voluntary agreement. 

The integration of the bar is the key, 
fundamentally, to the preservation and im- 
provement of the administration of justice. 
Again and again ia the proceedings of the 
compulsory state bars we read remarks for- 
mal and off-hand, which emphasize the 
fact that the profession is henceforth to be 
held responsible. The management of the 
bar inevitably gravitates to those members 
who have ideals of bar strength gained 
through bar performance. These ideals 
have a way of fightiag for themselves. 

As has been said before, the ideal should 
be that of a strong bar and a strong bench, 
each responsible in its field, Until recently, 
we have had neither.

Associcztion Deplores Inef- 
ficient Service Due to 
Patronage in Tax-Sup- 
ported Institutions. 


The decline of the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Hospital from an “approved rat- 
ing” in 1934 to a “provisional ap- 
proval” rating of 1935 seemlingly 
Was a result of the political fight 
for jobs there in the last few 


months, resulting this week in the 
resignations of ~6 members of the 
medical and surgical staffs, who 
had tired of the squabble centering 
about the superintendent, Dr. Ed- 
win L. Sheahan. 

The American College of Sur- 
geons, at its annual convention in 
San Francisco last October, an- 
nounced its rating of hospitals 
throughout the country, giving full 
approval to 29 hospitals in the city 
of St. Louis and dropping the St. 
Louis County Hospital to “provi- 
sional approval.” Only three oth- 
er hospitals in the State were clas- 
sified with “provisional approval.” 

What Rating Means. 

In explanation of its “provisional 
approval,” the American College of 
Surgeons, in its “Bulletin,” ex- 
plained that this means that the 
hospital has accepted the minimum 
requirements for hospitals as laid 
down by the American College of 
Surgeons and is endeavoring to 
carry them out, but for lack of 
time or other acceptable reasons 
has not been able to complete the 
details of the requirements inci- 
dent to full approval. 

“A small number of hospitals 
have been dropped from the ap- 
proved list this year or lowered in 
rating because of failure to meet 
these requirements,” the “Bulletin” 
states. 


In commenting on its survey, the 
“Bulletin” states: “The American 
College of Surgeons in its work of 
hospital standardization urges gov- 
erning bodies of hospitals to select 
their administrators most carefully, 
basing their judgment on _ rec- 
ognized qualifications for this im- 
portant work, which in the final 
analysis, because it deals with life 
and death, could certainly not be 
any more important. 

“Unfortunately, in many county 
and other tax-supported hospitals 
there exist deplorable conditions 
due to politics, resulting in ineffi- 
ciency of service through patronage 
in employing incompetent person- 
nel, thus exposing helpless, necessi- 
tous patients to inefficient care. 

“Because of such conditions the 
American College of Surgeons in 
its work of hospital standardiza- 
tion has been obliged to ofnit cer- 
tain hospitals from the approved 
list and reduce the ratings of others 
to provisional approval.” 

3565 Hospitals Inspected. 

In the survey, 1703 hospitals con- 
taining 100 or more beds were ex- 
amined. Of the total, 1614 were ap- 
proved. Of these only 88 were giv- 
en provisional approval. The Coun- 
ty Hospital, which has 210 beds, 
was one of these. In the large hos- 
pital group, only 89 were not ap- 
proved. Of 3565 hospitals surveyed 
in the whole country, 2266 received 
full approval and 257 provisional. 

The principles set forth in the 
minimum standard for hospitals are 
the same today as when originally 
established in 1918. No hospital is 
required to accept or maintain the 
minimum standard. 

The minimum standards applied 
by the American College of Sur- 
geons are as follows: 

1. That physicians and surgeons 
privileges to practice in the hospi- 
tal be organized as a definite group 
or staff. Such organization has 
nothing to do with the question as 
to whether the hospital is “open” 
or “closed,” nor need it affect the 
various existing types of staff or- 
ganization. The word “staff” is 
here defined as the group of doc- 
tors who practice in the hospital in- 
clusive of all groups, such as “reg- 
ular staff,” the “visiting staff” and 
the “associate staff.” 

2. That membership upon the 
staff be restricted to physicians 
and surgeons who are (a) full grad- 
uates of medicine of acceptable 
medical schools with the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine in good stand- 
ing, and legally licensed to prac- 
tice in their respective states or 
provinces;, (b) competent in their 
respective fields and (c) worthy in 
character and in matters of pro- 
fessional ethics; that in this tat- 
ter connection the practice of the 
division of fees, under any guise 
whatsoever, be prohibited. 

3. That the staff initiate and, 
with the approval of the governing 
board of the hospital, adopt rules, 
regulations and policies governing 
the professional work of the hospi- 

tal; that these rules, regulations 

specifically provide:

CHILD LABOR LEGISLATION 


U. S. Bureau Chief Says in Most 
States Only Rural Control Is 
Compulsory School Attendance.

CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—Miss Kath- 
erine Lenroot, chief of the Federal 
Children’s Bureau, urged the Asso- 
ciated Women of the American 
Farm Bureau Federat.)n yesterday 
to support child labor legislation. 


She said that “child labor on farms 
has been the last type ox child la- 
bor to be placed under any sort of 
regulation.” 

In most states, virtually the only 
attempt at legal control has been 
through the compulsory school at- 
tendance laws, she said. “Enforce- 
ment of school attendance in rural 
districts is often difficult,” she add- 
ed, “particularly where the eco- 
nomic situation makes the tempta- 
tion to use the child most press- 
ing.” 

“Traditionally, we have thought 
of the country child as a fortunate 
child, growing up with plenty of 
fresh air and abundant food. We 
have often considered bad housing, 
inadequate diets, lack of recrea- 
tional facilities as chiefly affecting 
city, not country children”. This. 
She asserted, never has been the 
true picture.

Japan has also learned from the 
West that when you get tired of 
treaties you tear them up. 

England, leading Uncle Sam by 
the hand as an obedient little boy' 
is led, reminds Japan of the “nine- 
Power Chinese integrity treaty.” 


Japan, says “Yes,” but that’s old. 
Conditions change. It is time to 
recognize the dominating position 
of Japan in China. ; 

This country, having abandoned 
its Philippine territory to Japan, 
should not worry about Japan's 
activity in Asia. 

It may worry our British friends, 
with their 300,000,000 Asiatic sub- 
jects in India and her island em- 
Pire of Australia and New Zealand, 
lying under Japan’s shadow. 


An official representative of| 
Russia said to this writer not long 
since: “We have nothing to fear 
from Japan. They waited three 
years too long.” While Japan was 
waiting, Russia established a great 
submarine and air base at Vladi- 
vostok within short striking dis- 
tance of everything Japanese.

There Are Many New Ways to Express Givers Personality | 


By Sylvia Stiles 


NSTEAD of waiting until the 
| last day before Christmas to se- 

lect something in which to wrap 
a gift, the zealous holiday giver 
now thinks of the wrappings first 
and the contents last. Shops have 
done their best to encourage this at- 
titude, most of them having ar- 


' ranged special sections in which to 
display paper, seals and ribbon even 
before the Christmas buying season 
had begun. 

Anyone who has seen these lavish 
displays of wrappings doesn’t need 
to be told that much of the person- 
ality of a gift is conveyed by the 
covering. A giver may hint at the 
contents of a package or by the 
seriousness or the frivolity of her 
present by the designs on the tis- 
sues. This year there is a greater 
variety than ever, not only in the 
motifs but in the coo combinations. 

For the first time since the wrap- 
ping of a gift became of such im- 
portance there is an assortment of 
papers conveying religious senti- 
ments. Formerly one who looked 
upon the Yuletide as a season of 
thoughtfulness had to wrap gifts in 
plain white paper. Now it is possi- 
ble to obtain decorated wrappings 
that are decidedly dignified. 


“Among the papers which follow 
the latest trends of fashion, the 
striped theme is most pronounced. 
One series available in different 
pastel backgrounds as well as gold 
and silver depicts the colored stripes 
formed of tiny stars. Alternating 
with the vari-colored star stripes 
are those of silver or gold. Dots 
also are arranged in rows to in- 
dorse the striped vogue and there 
are many other papers which will 
make a gift look like a big stick 
of candy because of the wavy lines 
of red and white that cover the 
wrapping. : 

When the star theme is used as 
it is on many of the striped papers, 
star seals are recommended. These 
may be chosen of several different 
sizes and of colored glazed or metal 
finished paper. One collection re- 


tags are offered, too, and the en- 
semble is completed with paper rib- 
bon that matches the predominant 
tone of the wrappings. A gift pack- 
age wrapped in the starred paper 
is illustrated. The paper is dark 
blue, suggesting a winter sky, and 
the stars are silver colored. Ribbon 
used to wrap the package is of blue 
paper having a silver edge. Stick- 
ers are of a bright blue mesh paper 
cut in star designs. 

Star dust effects are achieved by 
some novel papers which are much 
heavier than the much used tissues, 
and resemble fabrics in their gen- 
eral appearance. Metal ribs that 
look like threads run through oth- 
ers that are much like formal ma- 
terials. Gold and silver lame cloth

Lucius Beebe, Who Also Is a Man About a 


[ST.LOUIS POST- DISPATCH | 


Town, Gives the Contemporary 
Club a Few Sidelights on 
His Fellow Writers. — 


EMBERS of the Contemporary 
Club departed from their usual 
custom of meeting to hear 
grave and solemn speeches last 
night and listened instead,at Hotel 
Coronado while Lucius Beebe, col- 
umnist and feature writer for the 
New York Herald Tribune, told 
them anecdotes nd gossip about 
New York columnists and about the 
New York life which they record in 
their columns. 

He told them that columnists as 


a class are a little eccentric, that 


‘one of their “outstanding character- 
‘istics is sentimentality,’ that most 


managing editors “incline to be 
skeptical” as to their ability as 
straight reporters, that they lead a 
“comparatively glamorous life,” that 
some of them make a lot of money, 
and that whatever may be thought 
of the “inconsequential trivia” 
which they record, they are merely 
the reporters and it is the celebri- 


ties and the society people who lead 


the lives which are written about. 

“The business of columning,” he 
said, “is, of course, comparatively 
recent in the newspaper world. The 


first New York color columnist in 


the accepted sense of the word to- 
day was O. O. McIntyre. About 25 
years ago he began sending out 
paragraph columns about New York 


in which were inserted inconspicu- 


ous notices about the obscure hotel 


where he was living rent free. 


“It was, McIntyre once told me, 


the kind of rooming establishment 
| where the only house rules were 


‘not taking opium in the elevators 


and guests are expected to bury 
their own dead.’

fied by McIntyre. The _ other is 
“concerned with hot news’ and 
tips, is primarily for 
New Yorkers,” and* it’s chief expo- 
nent is Walter Winchell. 

“In between these principal col- 
umns,” he added, “there is a vast 
assortment of copy written by high- 
ly touted word painters about ev- 


‘ery phase of New York life: Broad- 
‘way, 


the theater, antiques, books, 
society, wining and dining, women’s 


clubs, fashions, cookery, entymol- 
ogy, nature, health, gardening, the 
mysteries of love, good manners, 
astrology, numismatics and furni- 
ture painting. To the.general pub- 
lic they are all conducted by what 
it chooses to call columnists, but 
in more professional circles a re- 
porter rates as a columnist only if 
he writes about society, profession- 
al gossip, Broadway, or the more 
sensational gestures of celebrities.” 

And those columnists, who write 
about hard boiled or sophisticated 
life, 
people, according to Beebe. “Wal- 
ter Winchell,’ he said, “who used 
to travel with a bodyguard of four 
Sicilians, will cry right out loud 
at the thought of a child’s broken 
dollie. Odd McIntyre, the old mas- 
ter of them all, is continually chok- 
ing back sobs over sonnets, kittens 
and thoughts of home, Blind beg- 
gars send Ed Sullivan into woozy 
moonings.”

Beebe told of some of the column- 
ists’ affectations. Winchell never 


gets up until 7 o’clock at night, 
George Jean Nathan wears his 
breast pocket on the right side of 
his coat, and Louis Sobol always 
keeps his overcoat on indoors. “Odd 
McIntyre loves luxuries,” he added. 
“He will dine magnificently on fresh 
cAviar, pheasant and Burgundy and 
then hurry back to his huge Park 
Avenue apartment to become wist- 
ful about the hash at the old depot 
lunch counter at Gallipolis, O.”
